CATALONIA GREAT SEA POWER 


Spanish Province Centuries Ago HoM 


Undisputed Naval Sway—People 


Still Proud of Achievements. 


The Moors were expelled from Bar- 


celona In the ninth century. Catalonia 
had more than four centuries' start 
o*er Seville and six over Malaga. It 
is little wonder, therefore, that Span- 
ish enterprise, if such a term Is ap- 
plicable, is seen at Its best In Cata- 
lonia, because It has had a real oppor- 
tunity to express Itself. Catalonia has 
always looked beyond its geographical 
limits. It has, in fact, looked s««- 4 
ward. It was on the waves that the 
men of Barcelona found riches and 
glory. They were the rivals of the 
Pisans. Genoese and Venetians, and 
Barcelona can boast of a naval his- 
tory as great perhaps as theirs. Cata- 
lonia for a time held sway of the sea, 
and It was only upon the consolidation 
of Spain at the beginning of the six- 
teenth century and the rise of the 
great modern states that the city was 
eclipsed as a sea power. 
The Cata- 


lonians, proud of their achievements, 
looked with little favor upon Colum- 
bus* discover of America, an enter- 
prise which had been promoted by 
neighboring Castile.

Tha Razor in History. 


In tracing the history of shaving It 


should be sufficient to go back to the 
Greeks and ttomans, upon whose civili- 
zation our1 own Is based. Beards were 
highly esteemed among the fonder up 
to the time of Alexander the Great, 
who was smooth shaven.

connection with the obsequies of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler, in the Montreal La 
1'atrie. 
"What does that signify?" 


w as asked by thousands who filed past 
the casket of Sir Wilfrid Laurler and 
had remarked the bouquet of flowers 
-npon -which toy the symbol-"|0" to-fed 
figures. This floral tribute wajs given 
by members of the prtss gallery in the 
Dominion parliament. For them this 
number means the same as the words 
which the great departed pronounced 
some days after being stricken by his 
malady: "It Is ended." (CTett finl.) 
The origin of this conventional symbol 
has been lost in the traditions of Jour- 
nalism, but after each bight and at 
(he end of every day the conventional 
"30" traversed the continent from end 
to end. Editors In time adopted the 
sign "30" to inform the staff, the 
various news departments and the 
composing room that all the "copy" 
wa« finished and that there would be 
nothing additional. Finally, for news- 
paper men. the number "30" became 
the symbol of the end of all things of 
earth, and even of life.

Though almost 
exhausted, he energetically re- 
organized his battalion and or- 
dered an attack. 
Upon reach- 


Ing open ground, the advancing 
line began to waver In the face 
of machine gun fire from the 
front and flanks and direct ar- 
tillery fire. Personally leading 
his command group forward be- 
tween his front line companies, 
MaJ. 
Miller inspired his men by 


his personal courage and they 
again pressed on toward the hos- 
tile position. AB tnitt officer led 
the renewed attack be was shot 
In the right leg, but be never- 
theless staggered forward at the 
head of his command. Soon aft- 
erward he was again shot in 
the right arm, but he continued 
the charge, personally cheering 
his troops on through the heavy 
machine gun fire. Just before 
the objective wls reached he re- 
ceived a wound In the abdomen, 
which forced him to the ground, 
but be continued to urge his 
men on, telling them to push 
on to the next ridge and leave 
him where he lay. He died from 
his wounds a few days later.
